There's enough coal on hand 


for about three months unless un- 
usually cold weather prevails. But 
retailers and steal companies are 
watching their dwindling stock- 
piles and are worried. 


Eating TJp Reserves 
The steel companies are start- 


ing to eat up their reserves. They 
are trying to catch up with pro- 
duction they lost during the re- 
cent 42-day old strike of the CIO 
United Steelworkers. 


It all adds up to increasing 


pressure on - the 
industry 
and 


Lewis to get together on a con- 
tract to extend the one which ex- 
pired last June 30.- 


Lewis isn't saying anything, but 


he's keeping a close watch on ef- 
forts of his lieutenants to get in- 
dependent coal operators to sign 
contracts away and break away 
from the solid front maintained 
by the industry's leaders. 
Mean- 


while, negotiations are continuing 
with the anthracite operators who 
employ about 80,000 miners. 


Some Contracts Signed 
UMW officers say some con- 


tracts have been sighed to cover 
a few of the 400,000 soft coal 
miners. 
They haven't said how 


many, but indicate 
they 
have 


signed 
operators who 
produce 


about 10 per cent of the national 
scoff at the figures. 


Meanwhile, 
industry 
leaders 


want the Taft-Hartley act used to 
get all diggers back into the pits 
on a five-day week. 


Former 
Representative 
Fred 


Hartley, co-author of the labor 
law, also is plumping for such 
action. 
In a speech at Atlantic 


City, N. J., yesterday, Hartley de- 
clared Lewis is "the nation's num- 
ber one oil-burner salesman." He 
referred to companies and homes 
which have switched from coal to 
oil for fuel. 


Wiring Truman 
In Pittsburgh, ,T. Don Horner, 


president of the steel city's retail 
coal merchants .association, said 
he is sending a telegram to Pres- 
ident Truman telling him coal 
supplies in western Pennsylvania 
are "rapidly approaching a crit- 
ical stage."

Pictured above are some of today's incoming Christmas gifts, comprising two baggage carloads 
of parcel post, picked up at S?dalia depots this morning and taken to the Sedalia armory lor 
assortment before being delivered within 24 h ours to Sedalia and rural residents. Since last 
Thursday, when the armory was taken over as a temporary location to handle the over-abund- 
ance of packages, approximately 3,500 packages have been delivered daily in Sedalia. Handling 
this vast operation from the time the packages are picked up at the railway station until they 
are delivered to the home, are about 15 temporary post office employes. Ten are used to drive 
and deliver packages in five trucks, three being army trucks, property of the National Guard. 
Two men are maintained day and night at the armory, sorting the packages to correspond with 
street numbers. The two persons at the armor y string the gifts on a rope to save time when 
delivered. From now until after Christmas, it is requested that persons interested in individual 
packages being sent them, refrain from callin g the armory asking about delayed packages, etc.

Standardizing 
Training-Arms 


LONDON, Dec. 19—(fl5)—Brit- 


ain, the United States and Canada 
announced today a plan for stand- 
ardizing their arms and military 
training. 


"These arrangements will in- 


sure that in time of necessity 
there will be no material or tech- 
nical obstacles to full cooperation 
among the armed forces concern- 
ed and the greatest possible econ- 
omy of in the use of combined re- 
sources and effort will be obtain- 
ed," the ministry of defense said. 


It added that "no treaty, execu- 


tive agreement or contractual ob- 
ligation has been entered into by 
the participating nations." 


The three nations have been ex- 


amining the standardization prob- 
lem since 1947. 
Missions Exchanged 
Missions have now been ex- 


changed between the three na- 
tions on a technical level. Here 
the U. S. mission was -'generally 
called "Nuts and Bolts"—an apt 
title for its mission of studying 
standardization of minor but vital 
parts in the western powers de- 
fense machinery. 


The defense ministry said "our 


arrangements were decentralized 
(down) .to the working level agen- 
cies of the armed forces of the 
three nations for study in vari- 
ous fields of military equipment 
and operational procedures x x x. 


"The studies are aimed at the 


gradual development of common 
designs and standards in arms, 
equipment, and training methods. 


"Cooperative arrangements for 


this purpose . do not impair 
the 


control of any country concerned 
over any of the activities .in its 
territory."

President Truman Still Broods 
Over Failure to Reappoint Olds 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—President Truman is still 


brooding over the licking he took trying to re- 
appoint Leland Olds to the Federal Power Com- 
mission. 


Though it's too late to change the results, the 


President found another letter endorsing Olds 
and sent it right up to the Senate the other day. 
He scribbled an accompanying not to Vice Presi- 
dent Barkley, asking him to insert it in the con- 
gressional record. 


The letter in favor of the lost cause was 


written by Senator-elect Lehman of New York 
to Ed Johnson of Colorado, chairman of the 
Senate 
Commerce 
committee 
which 
finally 


vetoed the Olds appointment. Johnson, who was 
against Olds, never made the letter public. 


But when the President got hold of a copy, 


he sent it to Barkley with a note "to the Vice 
President" scribbled on yellow scratch paper. 


"This is a copy of a letter Governor Lehman 


wrote Ed Johnson about Olds," wrote the Presi- 
dent. "I don't think it saw daylight. Will you 
see that it goes in the record? We must have 
a complete record on this event.—HST." 


NOTE—Since his appointment to the Federal 


Power Commission replacing Olds, Truman's old 
friend, ex-Senator Mon Wallgren, has gone back 
en him. Recently Wallgren voted to give elec- 
tric power from Kingman's canyon, in the cen- 
tral valley of California, to Pacific Gas and 
Electric, despite the fact that it is Truman's 
' fixed policy to favor public power in this area. 


Brass Hats and Big Business 


Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
published 


shocking figures recently about the growth of 
monopoly in the U.S.A. Yet not far away, in 
another government building, Secretary Sawyer 
could find one reason for monopoly. 


It is the incorrigible, at times illegal, deter- 


mination of the armed forces to place their 
orders only with their old friends, the big cor- 
porations. 


All you need do is examine the published 


figures of the armed forces to see that the 
average businessman has no more chance of 
gettirig a government contract than he has of 
making an atomic bomb. 


When you consider that military orders com- 


prise the great bulk of our gigantic federal 
budget, you can understand how the company 
which gets on the inside with the brass hats, 
also gets the inside on monopoly. 


Most amazing thing is that the military appear 


to be violating not only the spirit but the letter, 
of the law regarding government purchases. 


That law (Public Law 423) is supposed to 


provide all businessmen 
an 
equal 
chance, 


through competitive bidding, to compete for 
government orders. 
However, it specifies 17 


minor exceptions where competitive bids are 
not necessary, 
and the military have now 


stretched these exceptions to cover 90 per cent 
of all procurement. 


In other words, 90 per cent of all Army, Navy 


and Air Force contracts are now let by private 
negotiation with favored companies which have 
done business with the Pentagon building in 
the past. Despite the law, competitive bidding 
Is almost completely out the window. 


No Emergency Now 
During the war, competitive bidding was 


abandoned on the excuse that speed was neces- 
sary. Huge contracts were let overnight on a 
cost-plus basis on the plea that the 30-day 
period to receive bids meant loss of life. But 
today the government is on a humdrum peace- 
time basis. Offices aren't open on Saturday. 
The brass hats get off for golf an extra after- 
noon a week. Stenographers start powdering 
their noses at 4:25 p.m., and there should be 
ample time for competitive bidding. 


Nevertheless, it remains a fact that the big 


companies still have the inside track and get 
most of the contracts. 


One way this is done is by hiring top Army- 


Navy executives to work for the big companies. 
Having been close to procurement while in the 
armed services, they know how to swing con- 
tracts to the private corporations they now work 


for. 


For instance, able Gen. Harry Ingles, once 


in command of the signal corps, now works for 
the Radio Corporation of America, which manu- 
factures a great deal of equipment for the signal 
corps. Or Adm. Andrew F. Carter, once execu- 
tive officer of the Army-Navy petroleum board, 
now is employed by a subsidiary of the Arabian- 
American Oil company which sells oil to the 
Navy. 


Another way the big military orders are con- 


trolled by curtailing bid information. Naturally 
no company can get a military contract unless 
it knows what contracts are open, and this in- 
formation is not easy to get. 


Furthermore, the procurement brass hats have 


just drafted a new directive proposing even 
tighter restrictions on information. 


So many loopholes have been written into 


the proposed new directive that the military 
could cut off contract information to newspapers 
almost at will. For example, before a newspaper 
would be eligible to receive procurement in- 
formation, it must not only agree to publish 
all "synopses of bid invit.ition" but also publish 
them "in the same detail in which they are 


received." This is a condition few newspaper! 
would accept. 


Another loophole would permit the Pentagon 


to rule any newspaper in or out of the picture. 
In very small print it is stated: "The publication 
must cater primarily to manufacturers and pro- 
ducers of actual or potential needs of the armed 
forces." 


This tentative directive was drawn up by 


Rear Adm. Morton L. Ring of the munitions 
board, now in charge of Pentagon "procurement 
policy." When asked how the brass hats got 
away with violating the law by negotiating 90 
per cent of all contracts, Admiral Ring's only 
answer was: "That depends upon your inter- 
pretation of the law." 


NOTE—Last summer, the Senate Expendi- 


tures committee staged a healthy probe of "five 
percenters," the influence boys who try to swing 
government contracts. As a result, Maj. Gen. 
Alden Waitt was eased out as head of chemical 
warfare and Maj. Gen. Herman Feldman, the 
quartermaster general, was also caught dabbling 
in favoritism. Though Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan 
was revealed as a potent wire-puller, it is only 
fair to point out that his influence was used 
on the side of small companies. 


Since September the committee has rested on 


its oars, but if it really goes into government 
procurement' next January, the Senators can 
perform a real service, not only for business 
but for the taxpayers who pay higher prices 
as a result of no competitive bidding.

Hitler Had Something to Say 
About Aid We Give to Europe

During the height of World War II Hitler 


tried again and again to drive a wedge between 
Russia and the western powers. He failed then. 
But it might fairly be contended that Hitler 
was a powerful contributor to the cold war that 
has developed since. 


What Hitler contributed to this tragic East- 


West conflict was this: to once powerful nations 
like Britain, France and Italy he brought eco- 
nomic chaos, a wasting of material and human 
resources, a physical exhaustion and sapping of 
morale among the populace, on top of great 
destruction and blood-letting. 


In other words, though Hitler lost the war, 


he left most of Europe nearly prostrate when 
he went down. Naturally his satellites were flat- 
tened. But the irony was that all but two of 
the victors came off but slightly better. Those 


two, 
of course, were the United States and the 


Soviet Union. 


Russia, to be sure, suffered heavily, more 


heavily perhaps than any country in the war. 
Yet its population is so large and its land and 
resources so great that it was somehow still 
strong at the finish. Or at least able to convince 
the rest of the world it was strong. 


There was no question in anyone's mind about 


U. S. strength. Alone of the major warring 
powers, America kept its land untouched by 
enemy forces. Our great reservoir of resources 
was lowered, but it was still deep when peace 
came. 


In these relative positions of America, Russia 


and the rest of Europe lie the elements that 
have played so big a role in. shaping the cold 
war. 


Had France, Britain, and Italy enjoyed any- 


thing like their prewar strength, the postwar 
power struggle would have been vastly different. 
These nations could have used their weight to 
balance that exerted by Russia and the U. S. 


In that event, the division between the latter 


two might not have sharpened to its present 
extremity.* 


What happened, then, was that Europe after 


1945 
continued to be a battleground—of a dif- 


ferent sort. Both Russia and America reached 
out for France, for Italy. And above all, for 
defeated Germany itself. 


With power concentrated in the two big vic- 


tors, this contest we call the cold war may well 
have been inevitable. For neither could sit idly 
by and watch the other grasp for advantage. 


Some Europeans who understand this called 


for a "third force"—a joining of western Euro- 
pean countries to act as a buffer between Russia 
and the U. S. But they were dreaming foolishly 
because it was too late. Thanks to Hitler, there 
was little "force" left in this group. 


So the competition developed as Hitler had 


hoped. Up to now this country has more than 
held its own in the bidding for support in Eu- 
rope. But our success has been costly and will 
continue to be. When we pay for the Marshall 
Plan, the foreign arms program and other aid, 
we are paying a price dictated partly by Hitler. 


Call For a Sharp Chisel 


John L. Lewis has been chipping off some 


small fragments from the big stubborn block 
of coal operators resisting his demands. A num- 
ber of small producers, accounting for a tiny 
fraction of yearly soft coal output, have signed 
up to pay Lewis' miners higher wages and 
make heavier welfare fund payments. 


No indication yet that this process will dis- 


lodge any big segments of the industry. Leading 
operators profess to be undisturbed. 


Robert R. Young, chairman of the Chesapeake 


and Ohio Railway, is trying to act as peace- 
maker. Maybe he can get somewhere; he made 
quite a dent in the railroad industry. But the 
stuff of which Lewis and the operators are made 
doesn't dent easily.

The Doctor Says— 
Pain Killers Have Made Much 
Possible in Way of Treatment

Up until lately not much could 


be done to prevent pain. If a 
soldier was injured on the battle- 
field, he had to stand the pain 
until nature took it away. If a 
limb had to come off the surgeon 
removed it as fast as possible or 
the patient fainted. The victim of 
toothache had to grin and bear 
ic until the tooth was removed. 


Nowadays we take for granted 


the quick and almost complete re- 
lief from almost any kind of pain 
—as soon as a doctor can be 
brought to the scene. Usually this 
expectation of relief can be grant- 
ed promptly, thanks to the dis- 
covery of a whole group of drugs 
which reduce pain or cause un- 
consciousness. The drugs which 
lessen pain are called analgesics 
Ancients Used Morphine 


One of the oldest analgesics i: 


morphine. Aspirin is a kind o£ 
mild analgesic drug, and there arc 
many others. 


Anesthetics 
are 
supposed 
to 


eliminate 
pain altogether. 
The 


general anesthetics cause uncon- 
sciousness—the pain just is no 
felt at all. In this group are in- 
cluded several gases—ether, ethy- 
lene, chloroform and laughing gas, 
or nitrous oxide. 
Some drugs 


which have this anesthetic effec 
can be injected into the veins 
rather than inhaled. 


Of course, all the general anes- 


hetics must be given with great 
care, as it is no simple matter 
,o take away consciousness for 
ong periods of time. General an- 
esthesia, however, is one of the 
great boons to humanity. It per- 
mits operations and manipulations 
which would formerly have been 
.mpossible because of the pain. 


Local anesthetics are substances 


which cause absence of pain in a 
local aiea for a long enough period 
of time to allow painful procedures 
to be carried out at the same time 
that the patient is fully conscious. 
Most of these are given by injec- 
tion through a needle. For certain 
kinds of operations local anesthet- 
ics are better than the general 
ones.

Mayor Julian Bagby Makes 
Statement on Tree Removal 


Considerable 
discussion 
has 


(been 
generated 
the 
past few 


weeks over Sedalia's street im- 
provement program which, when 
it got under way on Broadway, 
resulted in the removal of trees 
to make way for new poles and 
traffic-way lights. 


The street lighting program did 


not spring up overnight, accord- 
Ing to Mayor Julian H. Bagby, 
but was a part of a long range 
program of Sedalia improvements 
to which he pledged himself when 
he was a candidate for 
office. 


This the mayor reviews in the 
following statement issued today: 


"At the time I was a candidate 


for the office of mayor of Sedalia, 
a program was outlined "to the 
public including adequate street 
lighting, garbage collection, ade- 
quate fire protection and street 
and 
recreational 
improvement 


programs. 


"Shortly after my election, I 


called on the Missouri Public Ser- 
vice corporation to make a com- 
plete survey of the City of Seda- 
lia with the thought in mind of 
having 
a 
proposal 
submitted 


which would adequately light all 
the streets in the city. The com- 
pany called on the Westinghouse 
Electric corporation to assist in 
making this survey without re- 
gard to any favoritism in any 
particular locality. 


"The 
survey 
was 
completed 


with 
due 
consideration 
being 


given to the lighting of residen- 
tial streets, highways, heavy traf- 
fic streets and the business dis- 


would permit, agreed upon the 
types of installations in the vari- 
ous ways which are now being 
installed, with first consideration 
being given to providing 
ade- 


quate lighting for the protection 
of the people. 
For instance, the 


138—100 C. P. larqps in the resi- 
dential districts were changed to 
250 C. P. to provide more light 
at these locations and 303—250 
C. P. lamps were added to this 
residential system to provide ade- 
quate light at each intersection 
169 lights are being added to the 
main highways. 
130 lights are 


aeing added on the main traffic 
streets and 50 in the business 
district. Should the council have 
selected steel poles and under- 
ground cable for the entire light- 
ng system, the cost would have 
jeen prohibitive. 


Had only the 169 lights being 


installed on the highways been 
installed with.underground cable 
arid steel pole construction, the 
additional cost to the city would 
have been $3.667 annually. This 
additional cost alone will pay for 
200 of the overhead lights being 
installed at the street intersec- 
tions in the residential districts. 
To use steel pole construction 
with overhead conductor on the 
highways alone would add $1,900 
a year "to the city's cost of these 
lights.

And even though there is only 
one-fourth the traffic volume on 
the road at night, 55 percent of 
traffic fatalities occur at night 
and also 90 percent of all crimes 
occur at night. 


"The city officials were deter- 


mined to offer to the residents 
qf Sedalia the greatest night pro- 
tection that their limited funds 
could support. 
The survey was 


made by a competant street light 
engineer and,.in 1947, a proposal 
was submitted to the Mayor and 
City Council, which appeared to 
be 
adequate 
for 
righting 
the 


streets of Sedalia. This proposal 
\vas accepted and the Missouri 
Public Service corporation was 
ordered by ordinance 37-62 to in- 
stall 
the 
recommended 
street 


lighting system. 
This ordinance 


,was passed' by the 
following 


members of city council: 


Virgil Corson, Gil Sublett, El- 


mer Sumners, Richard Keenan 
John Knox, Harry Taylor, Virgil 
Herrick and Cline Cain. 


"The council at that time did 


not have the extra funds neces- 
sary to pay for the operating 
costs of this greatly improved 
street lighting system and in or- 
der to raise the funds, the propo- 
sition was made with the Mis- 
souri Public Service corporation 
whereby this company would pay 
4 per cent of its gross revenue 
to the' City of Sedalia and with 
this money the entire street light- 
ing bill can be paid. 
The im- 


proved street lighting system will 
cost the Missouri Public Service 
Corp. approximately 5120,000 No 
part of the investment cost is 
paid by the city. This improved 
street lighting system is expected 
to be completed in the spring of 
1950. 


"There were a number of types 


of street lighting equipment and 
various methods of installation 
submitted to the council, such as 
sizes of lamps, wood and steel 
pole construction with overhead 
and underground conductor. All 
types of installation were given 
serious 
consideration 
by 
the 


council. 


"The 
operating 
cost of each 


type of installation was based 
upon the size of lamps and the 
investment cost of each type. The 
city officials with the thought up- 
permost to obtain the best light- 
ing for Sedalia that their funds 


"The city officials are in office 


to serve the people of Sedalia and 
should the people be willing to 
provide the funds from additional 
taxes to pay for a different type 
of street lighting construction, the 
city officials are anxious to com- 
ply with their wishes. 


"Since the new street lighting 


system is being installed to pro- 
vide protection for the public, it 
is essential that the light reach 
the street trafficways. 
There are 


cerain streets in the City of Se- 
dalia, where if lights are installed 
at a height to adequately light 
the streets, they would be buried 
in the heavy foliage and the 
lighting purpose would not have 
been accomplished. Consequently 
it is necessary to provide clear- 
ance so the light can spread on 
the streets and traffic-ways where 
it can be of some benefit. 


"The City Council regrets very 


much that it was necessary that 
so many trees had to be cut and 
trimmed to prepare for this light- 
ing, 
but the decision of keeping 


the trees or protecting the lives 
of the people had to be made and 
the council decided that 
their 


first obligation was to the people. 
As a result of this decision, a spe- 
cial meeting of the council was 
called and a resolution was pass- 
ed authorizing the cutting of trees 
along the curb line on Broadway.

In today's article I am giving 


'you one of the finest points oJ 
technique in Canasta play, one 
which I have not mentioned be- 
fore and have not read anywhere 
else. John R. Crawford of Phila- 
delphia , brought out this point in 
our weekly discussion of this col- 
umn. Mr. Crawford is the out- 
standing Canasta player of the 
country, and he and I, meet each 
week to discuss techniques which 
we know will improve your game 


He advises you to remember the 


rotation in which your opponent 
makes his different melds. For 
example, suppose that your right- 
hand opponent first melds 3 nines, 
and on a later round melds 3 tens 
Now you draw a card from the 
stock pile, meld or not as you 
choose, but you have to make 
discard—and you have to discard 
either a nine or a ten. Which one 
is the better card to let go? 


The nine-spot is the better card 


for you to discard, and here is the 
reason. The partner of the player 
who originally melded the 3 nines 
has already had an opportunity to 
play on these nines. Iflie has 
not added any nine's to that meld, 
you are fairly safe in assuming- 
that he does not have any nines. 
But when your right-hand oppo- 
nent has just melded 3 tens, you 
have no way of knowing whether 
or not his partner has a pair of 
tens. If you throw a ten, it may 
be the very card that will give 
the opponents a quick canasta. 


If the pack is frozen, the tactic 


might change slightly. 
For ex- 


ample, if your right-hand oppo- 
nent melded 3 nines when .the 
pack was frozen, his partner, a 
his turn of play, might well re- 
fuse to play a pair of nines on tha 
meld, preferring to hold them in 
the hope that you would think a 
nine was a safe guard. Then h< 
could steal the pack on you.

Poinsettias Are 
Very Sensitive 


If the poinsettia you saved from 


last Christmas has grown thriv- 
ingly but failed to flower, you 
can blame the failure in its bright 
night life. 


Scientists have known for many 


years that this gay Christmas 
plant is highly sensitive to photo- 
periodism or length of day. So 
long as the plants are grown 
where they' receive no artificial 
light, nature takes care of the 
flowering by providing the short 
days and long nights required. 
But a poinsettia in your living 
room is likely to get a 16-hour 
day. 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 


culture recently conducted a series 
of greenhouse experiments to de- 
termine the length of time poin- 
settias should be subjected to the 
short day, long-night period in or- 
der to tlower best. They found 
that plants given an 8-hour day 
16-hour night for from five to 
seven weeks produced handsome 
flowers. Small plants from young 
cuttings flowered just as well as 
larger, older plants, demonstrating 
that the proper photoperiod wil 
produce attractive blooms on short 
stems. 
The study showed that length- 


ening the light period to 12 hour 
after the plant had been given 
short days for as much as five 
weeks did not slow up the flower- 
ing. 
In other words, the poin 


settia that has begun to form thi 
flower well can stay in a lighted 
room without harm. Plants given 
the 
recommended 
photoperiod 


for only three weeks and then ex- 
posed to longer days, dropped thei 
flowers and the bracts remained 
green.

A pivot man 


must be a good 
rebounder.

sition near the 
free - t h r o w Honey Russclf 
lanes, the other 
team sticks in 
a big man to cover him. This 
clogs up the middle, thus it is 
essential that he can control the 
backboard, get the rebounds. 


He must be a playmaker. With 


him in the middle, you can't use 
a give-and-go attack, or cut him 
off entirely and shoot from the 
outside.
